loz.  of  elicompane  root, 

1  „  „  stick  liquorice  pulled, 

„  anniseeds, 

„  corriander  seeds, 

„  guracum, 

„  j  allop  root, 

„  Malaga  raisins. 

These  ingredients  are  put  into  ajar  with  2  quarts  of  the  best  Hollands  gin, 
15  to  have  a  gentle  heat  for  14  days,  shaking  the  ingredients  twice  each  day  ;  at 

the  expiration  of  14  days  it  will  be  reduced  to  half  the  quantity.  When 
strained  it  is  fit  for  use. 
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
